Prices Up 
Slightly

Sharp increases in prices of in­ 
dustrial goods offset further de­ 
clines in agricultural prices last 
month, lifting the Wholesale 
Price Index another live tenths 
of one per cent, the government 
reported today. 


The wholesale price rise was 
the* smallest in eight months, 
marking the first time since 
November that prices had risen 
hy less than a lull percentage 
point 
In November prices rose six 
tenths of one per cent. Whole 
sale prices dropped one-tenth of 
a per cent in October. 
The June increase of live* 
tenths of one per cent, both ad 
justed and unadjusted, works 
out to an annual rate of six per 
cent 
still highly inflationary 
by historical standards 
Agricultural prices dropped 
in June, for the fourth con­ 
secutive month, plunging a sea­ 
sonally adjusted four per cent 
to a level 1.2 per cent below a 
vear ago 


talks earlier in the week. 
Ford said the early progress 
resulted from “ some new coop­ 
eration from m anagem ent” 
plus assistance from a task 
force sent in by the UAW inter­ 
national union.

Police Ring 
Washington 
Scene 


W ASHINGTON (A P i 
Hun­ 
dreds of heavily armed police 
men ringed a basement cell 
block 
and 
the 
CS. District 
Courthouse today as a mara 
thon standoff continued with 
two convicts holding seven hos­ 
tages Another hostage was re 
leased before dawn. 


The Convicts were deman­ 
ding a plane Right out of the 
country. 
The prisoners. Robert Jones 
and 
Fra n k G orham , want 
transportation to National A ir­ 
port. about five miles away, 
and- an airplane, authorities 
said. 
The convicts and authorities 
began a waiting game within 
minutes 
alter 
the 
hostages 
were seized about 2 p.m. Thurs­ 
day in a basement cellblock of 
the building where the Water 
gate plumbers trial was being 
held. The trial was moved to 
another site today. 
Radio station WASH quoted 
the inmates as saying that one 
ol the hostages, identified as at­ 
torney Antholv John 
Hurley 
was ill and that convict Jones 
wanted to release him. 
Hurley was said to have a 
history ol heart trouble. 
I S. District Judge George 
Hart told newsmen just after 8 
a.m. that “ I think time is in our 
favor but 1 could be surprised.” 
He said: “ I hmgs are a little 
more hopeful.” 
Hart said no deadline has 
oeen set by the prisoners who 
have asked for three things: a 
copy of the Washington f’ost, 
cigarettes and food 
A relative of one hostage said 
they were locked in a cell but 
were unharmed. 
Four deputy US. marshals, 
two Justice Department cm 
ployos and two attorneys origi 
nulls were taken hostage 
At one point, the convicts told 
W ASH by telephone that they 
wanted to go to Venezuela, but 
authorities would not confirm 
this demand.

New Transcript Reveals 
Risk of New Disclosures Worried 
Nixon 2 Weeks After Watergate 


W ASHINGTON 
(AIM 
Within two weeks after the 
Watergate break-in President 
Nixon worried aloud about the 
risk of new disclosures in the 
case, and said, “ Well, I’d cut 
the loss fast.” 
A new White House transcript 
shows Nixon spoke to aides 
H R. Haldeman and John N. 
Mitchell about how and when to 
a n n o u n c e 
M i t c h e l l ’ s 
resignation as head of 
the 
President’s reelection cam ­ 
paign. 
Nixon didn’t want it to seem 
that Mitchell’s quitting was tied 
to the Watergate break-in, 
which already was known pub­ 
licly to involve one employ«* of 
tin* campaign organization and 
possibly a former White House 
aide. 
The transcript shows this ex­ 
change: 
Haldeman: The longer you 
wait the more risk each hour 
brings. You run the risk of more 
stuff, valid or invalid, surfacing 
on the Watergate caper - type 
of thing — 
Mitchell: You couldn’t possi­ 
bly do it if you got into a 
Haldeman - 
The potential 
problem and then you are stuck 


Nixon: Yes, that's the other 
thing, if something does come 
out, but we won’t 
we hope 
nothing will. It may not. But 
there is always the risk. 
Haldeman: As of now there is 
no problem there. As, as of any 
moment in the future there is at 
least a potential problem. 
Nixon: Well. I ’d cut the loss 
fast.

What 
causes a “ leaky” valve of the 
heart? .lust what is this and 
how d<K*s it at feet an individ­ 
ual? Are tin* lungs affected? Is 
d a serious condition? How 
should it be treated? 
Dear Header — There are 
four main valves inside the 
heart that regulate the flow of 
blood. All ot these are made up 
of two or three flaplike struc­ 
tures \ ou can think of them as 
curtains. When the tlaps close* 
no blood can normally pass 
between them. When they open 
they let the blood flow through 
that part of the heart 
Sometimes the vaive flaps» 
are dam aged or don’t close 
completely. In this case blood 
will leak through the valve 
when the flaps are supposed to 
be closed 
This is called a 
‘‘leaky valve.” 
D a m a g e d valves can be 
c a u s e d by 
m any 
different 
things. In young people the 
most common cause is rheu­ 
matic heart disease. When a 
person has a heart attack, the 
control of the valve flaps can be 
affected so they don’t fit to­ 
gether properly and cause a 
leaky valve even alter the heart 
attack is over. It the heart en­ 
larges as in heart failure, the 
valve flaps may not meet prop­ 
erly and cause a leak. 
What to do about the prob­ 
lem? It really depends a lot on 
how bad the leak is. If it is a 
small one it won’t affect the 
function of the heart too much 
and m ay be left alone. If it is a 
large one, depending on which 
valve is involved and the pa­ 
tient’s condition, it may have to 
be replaced by heart surgery. 
If the heart is not pumping ef­ 
fectively because of the leaky 
valve it can result in accum u­ 
lating fluid in the lungs. This is 
one of the things that can hap ­ 
pen with heart failure. This 
doesn’t m ean the heart stops 
but that the heart muscle is not 
strong enough to pump as much 
blood as it needs. 
Medicine 
often helps this problem. By 
strengthening 
the 
heart 
the 
fluid is pumped out of the lungs 
and conditions return to near 
normal.

Would you please 
hurry with this answer, it’s 
very im portant to me 
Dear H ead er — 
There is 
only one thing to do about 
bleeding from the rectum, get 
an examination. That is true for 
all ages. It is less likely that you 
have cancer of the rectum, but 
it can and does occur in young 
adults. 
E ven if you don’t have can­ 
cer, it is still important to find 
out what is causing the bleed­ 
ing The most common cause is 
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hemorrhoids. 
You can have 
those 
internally 
where 
you 
ca n ’t see them. However, can 
rei ot the rectum can cause 
pressure on the veins in the rec­ 
tum and cause hemorrhoids. So 
you shouldn’t neglect having an 
examination just because you 
think it’s hemorrhoids. Early 
diagnosis of cancer of the rec­ 
tum often m eans it can be 
cured. Letting it go can he a 
disaster.

Installment Credit Rising 


NKW YORK (AIM 
Some­ 
times you can ignore the num ­ 
bers or say that they lie, but 
when you're impaled on them, 
as is the American consumer, 
you know by the pain that the 
numbers are real. 
Most significant of the nu­ 
merical spikes are those that 
show disposable income has 
risen close to 10 per cent during 
the past year but that prices 
have risen even more sharply, 
although only slightly more so. 
But the pain doesn't com e 
from prices alone. Taxes too 
have risen. So, despite those 
pay increases, real spendable 
earnings at m idyear are 4.5 per 
cent below a year ago. 
Adding to the financial strain 
of many families is the necessi 
ty to pay off some oJ the big 
installment credit loans that 
were taken out in 1972 and 1973 
some of them forced on con­ 
sum ers by existing financial 
strains. 
According to Harris Bank of 


Chicago, the rise of installment 
credit in those two years was 
exceeded only once before in 
the past two decades. It in 
creased 15 1 per cent, com 
pared to 16 per cent in 1955*1956. 
There w ere unusual factors 
at work in that earlier period It 
was a time of unprecedented 
increases in automobile sales, 
tor one thing. For another, it 
was the beginning of a trend to 
w ard those “easy credit ” term s 
we have today. Moreover, debt 
in relation to income was far 
less than it is today. 
The strains are showing up in 
the savings rate, which most 
forecasters believed would rise 
this year. It might have, for a 
while, but it too seem s to have 
fallen victim to the need to pay 
inflated bills. 
In the last three months of 
1973 it jum ped to 7.3 per cent of 
disposable 
personal 
income, 
after having reached a low 
point of 5.7 per cent in the pre­ 
vious q u arter. In the early part 


of this year it dropped back io 
(».<> per cent 


T he 
m ost 
p lausible

planation IS that Consumers had 
little choice but to spend rather 
than save because of tin* in 
creases in the prices of gaso­ 
line, heating oil and food. Al­ 
ready at their c redit limit, t h e y 
obtained the money from what 
might have been earm arked for 
the bank or an insurance policy. 


A good many economic fore 
casters believe* that installment 
credit, now totaling close to 
$150 billion, w ill rise more slow­ 
ly in the second half ot the year.

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Ohio Has Revenue Surplus 


The Ohio administration of Gov. John J. 
Gilligan has found another big bundle of money 
under a rock (figuratively speaking, that is). 
The $80.5 million budget surplus announced by 
the governor Tuesday does not represent the 
first tim e his administration has produced an 
unexpected bonanza. The difference on this 
occasion is that the amount of money is much 
larger than the previous “ ntfggets” and the 
surplus has appeared in the face of repeated 
denials by Gov. Gilligan and his aides that there 
would be no significant surplus. 
In a prepared statement May 9, Mr. Gilligan 
flatly denied there would be a surplus. Jay O. 
Tepper. executive assistant to the governor, and 
John B.Olsen, special assistant for budget and 
m anagem ent, had been just as adam ant in 
declaring the budget reflected an accurate 
picture of the finances. 
THEIR DENI \LS were in answer to frequent 
charges by Ohio Republicans, in and out of the 
legislature, that there would be a huge surplus. 
In this instance, the Republicans have been 
proved exactly right. 
The em ergence of an $80.5 million surplus 
brings little credit to the Gilligan administration, 
w hatever the reason. If. as we suspect, it results 
from ineptitude in the handling of the state’s 
finances, then the control of Ohio government is 
in sorry hands. 
If 
it 
represents 
a 
deliberate 
politically 
motivated m aneuver to enhance the Dem ocrats’ 
chances in the November election, as Ohio GOP 
Chairm an Kent B. McGough claims, then it is 
reprehensible as well as being an insult to the 
intelligence of the Ohio electorate. 
Contrary to the plight of most state, county and 
municipal governments, Ohio has more money, 
in the coffers and in sight, than it actually needs 
by any sound standard of fiscal m anagement. 
The em barrassm ent of riches results mainly 
from the state income tax. passed by the 
Legislature and subsequently upheld by the 
voters at the polls, and partly from the new state 
lottery. 
Our position, e x p la in ^ quite clearly before the 
income tax became a reality, was that the state

unquestionably needs more money than it would 
have had without the income tax but not as much 
as the tax produces. 
In any event, the state now has an $80 5 million 
surplus, so what to do with it’’ 
We have a revolutionary idea that probably 
won’t sell, but it makes good sense. Why not 
simply hang on to the money, investing it in 
sommething safe that brings a fair return, and 
then reduce taxes accordingly? 
WE DON’T THINK 
that's going to happen, 
although w e’d like to see it. When politicians 
have money to spend it burns holes in their 
pockets and that no doubt will be the case in this 
situation. 
If it is going to be spent, we can ’t see too much 
wrong w ith distributing the m ajor share of it for 
the support of public education, as has been 
suggested. 
Public school budgets in Ohio are badly in need 
of severe tightening, particularly in the area of 
adm inistrative salaries which in numerous in­ 
stances have gotten out of hand. Hard-pressed 
districts have a tendency to explore every 
avenue of economy except the paring of ad ­ 
ministrative staffs, which get a heavy per­ 
centage of the money. 
Even so. if an extra allocation of state funds 
can eliminate tax levies and bond issues on the 
November ballot or reduce the amount required 
locally, it would be a great boon for over­ 
burdened payers of property tax. 


Just Pocket Change 


It’s amazing what a little scrounging around in 
the petty cash draw er can turn up. 
Denied its request that Congress raise the ceil­ 
ing for arm s aid toSouth Vietnam from $1.126 to 
$1.6 billion for the current fiscal year, the De­ 
fense D epartm ent now reports that it has found 
an extra $266 million lying around the Pentagon 
not doing anything. If Congress doesn’t object — 
and Congress apparently won’t — it will be for­ 
warded to our Southeast Asia friends. 
It is not clear just where this $266 million was 
hiding or what it was originally intended for. It is 
a pittance, really, left over from last y ea r’s de­ 
fense appropriation. 
But — foolish question — would it ever have 
been found had Congress not said “No” to the 
Pentagon’s request for additional funds? Or if 
found, would it have been reported or turned 
back to the T reasury? 
Is the moon made of green cheese? 


Pulling to Plug on TV 


WASHINGTON - If nothing 
else. President Nixon’s trip to 
the Soviet Union showed the 
United States how the Russians 
could pull the plug on the A m er­ 
ican TV n etw orks. S ev era l 
nights ago, while the American 
TV correspondents were trying 
to report on dissidents in the So­ 
viet Union. Russian technicians 
pulled the plug out on them and 
they were unable to transm it 
their reports. 
WHEN PRESIDENT Nixon 
heard about it he immediately 
contacted Soviet party leader 
Leonid B rezhnev an d sa id 
“HOW did you do it?” 
“Is accident,” Brezhnev re­ 
torted. 
“Aw c'mon, Mr. Secretary’,” 
Mr. Nixon said. “ I know it 
wasn't an accident, and I’m not 
criticizing you. I’m really inter­ 
ested in knowing for my own 
benefit.” 
“ You’re not angry?” 
“ How could I be angry?’’ Mr. 
Nixon said. “I ’ve been trying to 
shut off the American TV cor­ 
respondents for years 
I just 
never knew how to do it.”

said. “Come over to the K rem ­ 
lin and I’ll show you.’’

Tax Foundation, Inc. finds a

It the average worker had 
only the amounts withheld for 
his or her Federal taxes in the 
last 10 years, that taxpayer 
might well be tempted to take a 
year off. Because, says the 
Foundation, over the past 
decade F e d e ra l withholding 
taxes alone add up to more than 
a year's pay for a typical 
emplovee. 
For example, take a family of 
four with one breadwinner who 
had the median family income 
estimated at $11,894 in 19.3 
and also a median income in the 
previous nine years 
Federal 
income and Social 
Security 
taxes for that family in the 1964- 
1973 period total $12,395, or $501 
more than the worker earned 


last year 
In addition to those direct 
Federal taxes, the sam e family 
has probably paid almost as 
much in other Federal taxes, 
the Foundation says. There are 
other obvious Federal taxes 
like 
those 
on 
gasoline 
and 
telephone hills, and then there 
are the hidden taxes, the taxes 
collected from 
business 
but 
actually paid, at least in part, 
by consumers. The share of the 
Social Security tax paid by 
em ployers and c o rp o ra tio n 
income taxes, for example, fall 
in the category of hidden taxes.

Hut the raw materials of the 
House impeachment inquiry, 
spread before the public this 
week in two installments, offer 
no major disclosures about the 
case against the President 
1'he seven volumes of data 
released I hursday form a dis­ 
passionate catalogue of import 
and trivia 
th« building blocks 
without the blueprint for the 
House Judiciary Committee’s 
coming debate and decision on 
whether to recommend 
im­ 
peachment. 
Nowhere is there a signal of 
how the staff will outline the 
case when it begins its historic 
deliberations the week ol Julv 
22. 
Together with an eighth vol­ 
ume of rebuttal evidence of- 
fared by the White House and 
Tuesday’s committee versions 
of eight presidential conversa­ 
tions. they do more to elaborate 
than to alter what was pre­ 
viously 
known 
about 
Watergate. 
There are these new (de­ 
ments: 
—On June 30, 1972, thirteen 
days after 
the 
Watergate 
break-in, Nixon was told there 
was a risk “ of more stulf, valid 
or invalid, surfacing on the Wa­ 
tergate caper."

1973, 
conversation in which John W. 
Dean III, then White House 
counsel, described the in­ 
volvement of presidential aides 
and campaign lieutenants in 
the break-in and cover-up. 
—Ci rand

testimony

con­ 
spirator E . Howard Hunt Jr. 
That payment was cited by a 
federal grand jury as one of the 
acts in a conspiracy to block the 
break-in investigation. 
The committee's "Statement 
of Information” relied heavily

District Judge John J. Sirica to 
turn over to the committee 
Sources at the White House 
said there would be no point bv- 
point public response to the 
week’s new disclosures One of­ 
ficial said the President’s aides 
arc weary ol constantly deny­ 
ing charges. 


But presidential press secre­ 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler said “ it 
is more than a coincidence” 
that the impeachment inquiry’s 
evidence was published at the 
same time that the Senate Wa­ 
tergate committee issued a re­ 
port 
suggesting 
campaign 
funds 
were

President’s personal benefit. 
Ziegler called it “ a calculated 
effort at piling on as many 
charges as possible in an effort 
to manipulate public opinion." 
The documents and 
trail 
scripts will he fused with the 
direct testimony of some 10 w it­ 
nesses still being heard when 
th<‘ committee starts its delib­ 
erations. The volume of docu­ 
ments alone 
more than 4.000 
pages 
illustrates the com­ 
plexity of the task facing the 21 
Democrats and 17 Republicans. 
The material is organized be­ 
tween beige-colored covers in 
chronological 
order, 
without 
conclusions or comments. 
Side-by-side with once-secret 
transcripts are handwritten 
presidential notes, White House 
memos and even newspaper 
clippings. 
The compilation deals only 
with Watergate and its after- 
math. 
It does not cover the com­ 
mittee’s other areas of im­ 
peachment inquiry 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino 
Jr., D-NJ. said the record his 
panel published is incomplete 
because the President refused 
to comply with subpoenas for 
more tape recordings and docu­ 
ments. 
Rodino also said that he and 
Rep.

Old clothing 
intrigues all ages

B y J e a n B a rn e s 


S econdhand, 
used, 
p r e ­ 
owned, 
recycled. 
There are 
probably as many reasons for 
buying old clothing as there are 
term s to describe it. 
George F Palev, Lawrence, 
Kans.. has been in the “an­ 
tique1' clothing business for 
several yeais and the past two 
y ears has owned a store called 
the Bokanon. 
Paley. 
a 
tall, 
soft-spoken 
young man. explained that his 
clientele is essentially college 
stu d e n ts an d young people 
interested in the styles of a for­ 
m er era. 
“When the store was first 
opened I think the townspeople 
were sort of intimidated by it,” 
he said. 
But things are changing. The 
grow ing fad for nostalgia items 
and a strong desire to stretch 
the family clothing budget have 
been responsible in part for the 
store’s acceptance by the gen­ 
eral public. 
The nostalgia fad has been so 
strong 
that 
clothing 
m anu­ 
facturers are beginning to re­ 
peat the styles of the '40s and 
’5os, he reported. Thus, even in 
the recycled clothing business 
you are faced with the problem 
of reproductions. 
Paley prefers 
to use the 
w ord “recycled” in referring to 
old garm ents. “ Recycling is 
basically taking something that 
som ebody else has throw n 
aw ay and using it again as a 
garm ent. We patch and mend 
and wash and iron and dry 
clean. You might say that I live

oft A m erica’s garbage pails,” 
he said with a gentle smile. 
“ People around the world 
are wearing American used 
clothing.” So much so that 
P ale y often 
has difficulty 
finding merchandise to sell. 
Rarely is merchandise brought 
to him. Usually he scouts estate 
sales and auctions and buys 
clothing by the pound. Some of 
his merchandise comes from 
trade-ins. “I do a lot of trading 
and would rather trade than 
sell outright.” 
His stock ranges from m en’s 
work clothes to Mouton coats of 
the '40s. There are a few* items 
from the ’20s and *30s. Clothing 
is neatly hung on racks and the 
store is clean and well-lighted. 
“ You have to be a little 
more ambitious to buy 
old 
clothing than if you w ere 
buying new.” 
He 
explained 
that since most of his m er­ 
chandise has had labels and 
tags removed, a shopper has to 
guess size and try things on. 
“ Some customers just come in, 
spend ten minutes shuffling 
through the racks and leave. 
They don’t want to take the 
trouble to find their size.” 
Paley feels that the fad for 
wearing yesterday’s styles will 
not last much longer. T h at’s 
one reason he’s worked toward 
starting a wholesale recycled 
clothing business so that he can 
move out of the retail store at 
the future date. 
“ My business either has to go 
out of business (eventually) or 
change w ith the tim es,” he said 
philosophically.

bushels 
But officials said 
drought in some areas, too 
much rain others and plant dis­ 
ease had taken a toll. 
In all, the report showed the 
new estimate was down 149 
million bushels from what 
CSDA forecast on June 24. That 
means the United States will 
have much less wheat on hand a 
year from now than had been 
counted on. 
Further, corn farmers have 
been swamped by wet weather 
and late planting which has 
stunted the crops' growth. 
So much w heat has been sold 
overseas 
about 2.3 billion 
bushels since mid-1972 — that 
the reserve on July 1 was down 
to 217 million bushels, the least 
in 26 years. Prices, averaging 
$3.57 per bushel on the farm last 
month, were nearly trippled 
from two years ago. 
Currently, USDA expects 1.86 
billion bushels will be needed 
for domestic and export re­ 
quirements in 1974-75. 
Thus, if those figures are ac­ 
curate, the huge 1974 wheat 
crop w ill fade to only 65 million 
bushels left over by July 1 next 
year 
But one of the main concerns 
now is corn, the key US. grain 
crop, since it provides most of 
the livestock feed needed to 
turn out basic consumer food 
items. The 1974 harvest will be 
a large factor in determining 
what consumers will have to 
pay for food through all of next 
year. 
The problem in much of the 
Corn Belt this year stemmed 
from a late spring and ex­ 
cessive rain at crucial planting 
times. 
Although the latest corn 
reading by USDA calls for a 
record crop of 6.4 billion 
bushels — compared with 5.7 
billion last year — many people 
think it will be far less. 
If so, and export and domes­ 
tic demands hold up, the crunch 
will be continued high prices for 
livestock feed next winter and 
possible further slowdowns in 
meat, 
poultry 
and 
dairy 
production.

25, 
of Roscoe in Washington Coun­ 
ty, were arrested Thursday 
after attempting to sell the for­ 
mula to an undercover F B I 
agent.

resolution, dry process film" 
developed by the government in

Horizons 
Research Inc., of Beechwood, 
Ohio, the F B I said. 
The experimental film ap­ 
parently would develop into 
very sharp detail without 
submersion in liquid chemicals. 
According the the FBI, Ma­ 
rek offered to sell the formula 
toMinnesota Mining and Manu- 
lacturing Co. and the two were 
apprehended when an F B I 
agent posed as a 3M represen­ 
tative. 
Both men were released on 
recognizance bonds after their 
arraignment Thursday. They 
face 10 years in prison and-or a 
$10,000 fine if convicted on the 
federal charge of receiving sto­ 
len property that was shipped 
across state lines.

For Disaster 
Aid Funds Hike 


WASHINGTON (A P) 
Sen. 
Robert Tift. R-Ohio. has urged 
a Senate appropriations sub­ 
committee to approve the min­ 
imum funding needed to carry 
out the Disaster Relief Act 
amendments 
passed 
in 
the 
wake ol devastating tornadoes. 
Testifying before the sub­ 
committee Thursday, Taft 
stressed the needs of Xenia. 
Ohio, which boro the brunt of 
recent tornadoes 
There, he said, 50 per cent of 
tax base, 40 per cent of the 
housing and 47 per cent of the 
businesses were destroyed 
In view of the drastic reduc­ 
tion m Xenia’s tax base, he 
said, provisions in the new pro­ 
gram allowing an increase in 
the* federal funding share of all 
grant-in-aid programs to 90 per 
cent would he of great signifi­ 
cance 
‘This would mean tliat Xenia 
would have to raise much less 
local money to participate in 
the government programs it 
needs to rebuild," Taft said 
“Some local citizens are al­ 
ready becoming apprehensive 
and skeptical about the worth of 
all 
the promises 
made by 
government officials after the 
tornado struck,” he added 
Taft said the Disaster Relief 
Act amendments of 1974 were 
“ a generous congressional re 
sponses to this $M*} million dis­ 
aster.”

25, a for­ 
mer state employe who quit 
his job a few weeks ago after 
the poster first was circulated, 
called himself the “ co-ordina 
tor" but said he was trying to 
make money with it instead ol 
campaigning. 
Robert Si Hick. a bearded Co 
lumbus advertising man who 
posed nude for the project at 
Mahon's request, said he had 
“ nothing to do w dh putting the 
composite together." He ad 
ded: "I was paid. I didn't 
charge." referring to a $25 
cheek he said he received in the 
mail. 
Max Brown, chief ol commu­ 
nications for Democratic Gov. 
John J Gilligan. said lie heard 
Mahon had been involved, but 
that Mahon denied it when 
questioned about it on May Hi. 
T he governor's aide said Ma­ 
hon quil his job as a public re 
lations employe in Ihe-DejMirt 
mcnt ol Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation before he 
could he questioned by his su 
periors. 
“ I didn't want to make the 
department look had. it is doing 
a lot of good things," Mahon 
told fhc inquiry. 
The so-called “ flyer," which 
showed up several weeks ago 
and apparently was circulated 
primarily around Columbus, 
showed Rhodes’ face super 
imposed on a nude figure hold 
mg a copy ot Life magazine on 
the lawn ot the Slatehouse.

The two warring parties met 
in the Labor Department of­ 
fices of federal mediator James 
Scearce in attempt to get bar­ 
gaining talks started again. 
The talks broke off June 26 
after it became, apparent that 
there would be no immediate 
agreement on the (53 demands 
made by the players March 16. 
Scearce said then that the 
meetings were recessed be 
cause "we have reached the 
point now where we cannot be 
constructive.

Jets and Giants. 
Picket lines were to go up to 
day at the camps of Buffalo and 
Oakland, as those teams were 
to report 
The College AM-Stars report 
ed to Evanston, III., to prepare 
for their July 2(5 game against 
the Miami Dolphins but. after 
meeting with union represent«* 
tivcs. voted not to play unless a 
contract was signed. The spon­ 
sors of the game cancelled the 
contest Wednesday.
